her father s Chinese translation 
of the New Testament to the 
ABC library. The colloauial 
translation was completed by 
the Rev. Absalom Sydenstrick- 
«r in 1929 and a limited edition 
was printed in Chins. A group 
of Chinese friends had one copy 
specially bound to show .their 
appreciation for the help they 
had received from the transla¬ 
tion. Miss Buck had this copy 
in her possession since her 
father’s death and gave it to 
the Society for permanent safe 
keeping. 

The Rev. Collier Harvey 
adds the following information 
from the Ministerial Directory:, 
Her father was one of four 
brothers, all bom in Lewisburg. 
who entered the Presbyterian 
ministry. They were all licens¬ 
ed by Greenbrier Presbytery 
and three were ordained by 
Greenbrier. The most familiar 
one was David Spotts Syden- 
strickcr who served from 1875 
to 1907 as pastor at Oak Grove 
Church at Hillsboro.
